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DETAILED ACTION 
Status Of Claims 

1. In the response filed 3/16/2007, applicant's remarks have been read and are 
considered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show a method of communicating a warning signal where a transmitter and receiver 
is mounted to an emergency vehicle that outputs a digital signal at periodic intervals that 
is detectable within a range where the transmitter turns off its own signal at periodic 
intervals for 3-5 seconds to allow receipt by the receiver of a signal from other 
emergency vehicles in vicinity.
